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1. BACKGROUND 


1.1 The purpose 
of this 
guide 


The Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
(TDGA) was passed in 1980. The Act promotes 
public safety before, during, and after the transpor- 
tation of dangerous goods including hazardous 
wastes. The Act is administered by Transport 
Canada. Environment Canada provides technical 
advice and recommends regulatory initiatives on 
matters related to hazardous waste. 


The Canadian Environmental Protection Act 
(CEPA), which has been in force since 1988, is 
related to the protection of the environment and the 
health of Canadians. In part, this Act allows Envi- 
ronment Canada to create national regulations on the 
management of toxic substances and wastes. 


Global concern over the management of hazardous 
waste has led to international agreements such as the 
1989 Basel Convention. These agreements will have 
directly effect Canadian imports and exports of 
hazardous waste. 


This guide is designed to provide information on the 
hazardous waste aspects of the federal Transporta- 
tion of Dangerous Goods Regulations (TDG Regula- 
tions), which came into effect in 1985. It outlines 
the procedures for determining if a waste is hazard- 
ous and how it should be classified under these 
regulations. The criteria for classifying hazardous 
waste can be found in Part III of the TDG Regu- 
lations. 


As well, this guide will describe additional classifi- 
cation requirements for international shipment as a 
result of the 1992 Export and Import of Hazardous 
Wastes Regulations (EIHW Regulations). These 
codes are based on the /nternational Waste Identifi- 
cation Code (IWIC) developed by the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD). 


1.2 Who should 
use this 
guide? 
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The consignor (generator) is primarily responsible 
for identifying and classifying a hazardous waste. 
Other persons who handle waste also have an 
obligation to know if the waste they manage is 
hazardous. For international shipments, the Canadian 
exporter or importer is responsible for determining 
any additional classification codes. Therefore, this 
guide is for anyone who generates, receives, 
handles, transports, treats, stores, imports, exports, 
recycles, or disposes of hazardous waste. 
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2. WHAT IS A HAZARDOUS WASTE? 


Cooperative efforts by federal and _ provincial 
environment departments, and members of industry 
have led to the development of the following 
working definition of "hazardous wastes": 


"Hazardous wastes" are those wastes that are 
potentially hazardous to human health and/or the 
environment due to their nature and quantity, and 
that require special handling techniques. 


In the TDG Regulations, a hazardous waste is any 
dangerous goods that meets the definition of waste. 
For international shipments subject to the EJHW 
Regulations, hazardous waste can include all of the 
wastes controlled by the TDG Regulations as well as 
those listed in Schedule II, Part III of CEPA. 


A new definition of waste was added to Part I of the 
TDG Regulations in 1989. This definition covers 
dangerous goods that are no longer used for their 
original purpose and that are recyclable materials or 
intended for treatment or disposal. The following 
materials are excluded from the definition: house- 
hold waste, explosives, radioactive waste and wastes 
that are returned directly to the manufacturer or 
supplier for reprocessing, repackaging, or resale. 


Since it is a part of the definition of waste, the 
definition of recyclable material in Part I of the 
TDG Regulations is also important in determining if 
a given substance is a hazardous waste. This 
definition was amended to maintain compatibility 
with the EJHW Regulations. 


The following materials are considered hazardous 
wastes: 


¢ all discarded specified dangerous goods listed in 
Schedule II, List II of the TDG Regulations that 
are wastes; 
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¢ all not fully specified waste mixtures/solutions 
listed in Schedule I, List II, that have hazardous 
properties described by the criteria in Part III of 
the TDG Regulations; 

¢ all industrial waste streams listed in Schedule II, 
List II; and, 

¢ all recycled materials that is a waste dangerous 
good according to the TDG Regulations. 
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3. HOW ARE HAZARDOUS WASTES 
CLASSIFIED? 


Note: 

Some provinces have other 
classification requirements. 
Consult the appropriate 
provincial authority listed 
in Section 6. 


Generally, for transportation purposes, hazardous 
wastes are classified in the same way as dangerous 
goods are in the TDG Regulations. However, by 
their nature, wastes can be more complex than a 
product. The manufacturer of a product will most 
likely know the exact composition of each batch. On 
the other hand, while a waste generator may have 
some idea of the waste’s contaminants, concentra- 
tions could vary greatly from one batch to another. 
This can make it more difficult to classify wastes 
than products. 


In the TDG Regulations, classification is a system 
that divides hazardous waste into classes and divi- 
sions based on the hazard criteria described in Part 
III of these regulations. Under these regulations, 
wastes are divided into nine different hazard classes. 
Each hazardous waste will have one of these nine 
classes as its primary classification. The primary 
classification describes the main hazardous property 
of a particular hazardous waste. 


A hazardous waste may also have one or more 
subsidiary classifications. The subsidiary classifica- 
tion describes other properties of a given hazardous 
waste. These properties are considered to be of 
secondary importance for transportation safety when 
compared to the primary hazard class. 


In Schedule II, List II of the TDG Regulations, the 
classification column (Column III) has the primary 
classification listed at the top immediately followed 
by any subsidiary classification(s) for each hazard- 
ous waste. 


For international shipments, hazardous wastes are 
also subject to the Export and Import of Hazardous 
Wastes Regulations. Additional criteria must be used 
to determine a waste’s notice ID number and /W/C 
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code. These codes, which are outlined in the Appen- 
dix of this guide, make Canadian waste classifica- 
tion compatible with that of other countries.

This section briefly summarizes the nine classes and 
types of hazards involved. Refer to Part II of the 
TDG Regulations for specifics about the criteria and 
procedures needed to determine hazardous waste 
classes, divisions, and packing groups. 


Class 1 - Explosives 


Explosives are never classified as waste under the 
TDG Regulations. Energy, Mines and Resources 
administers explosives under the Explosives Act. 


Class 2 - Gases 


This includes wastes meeting the following criteria: 

* critical temperature < 50°C or absolute vapour 
pressure > 294 kPa at SO°C; 

¢ absolute pressure > 275 + 1 kPa at 21.1°C or 717 
+ 2 kPa at 54.4°C; 

¢ flammable liquid & absolute vapour pressure > 
275 kPa at 37.8°C using ASTM test D323-82; 

¢ liquified gas with boiling point < -84°C at 
101.325 kPa; 

¢ liquid carbon dioxide. 
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Divisions 


2.1 Flammable gases: ignitable in mixture of 
13% or less in air at normal pressure or 
flammability range of at least 12. 

2.2 Non-flammable, non-toxic, non-corrosive 
gases: not in any other division of Class 2. 

2.3. Poisonous gases: LC, < 5000 mL/m* by 
reason of toxicity. 

2.4 Corrosive gases: LC, < 5000 mL/m? by 
reason of corrosion of respiratory tract.

This includes materials with flash point < 61°C, 
using the appropriate closed cup test referred to in 
Schedule VI, Part I of the TDG Regulations.

Class 4 - Flammable solids; substances liable to 
spontaneous combustion; and _ sub- 
stances that on contact with water 
emit flammable gases 


Divisions 


4.1 Flammable solids: solids that are readily 
ignitable and can burn persistently under 
normal transport conditions; or, that can cause 
or contribute to fires through friction or from 
heat retained during manufacturing or pro- 
cessing. 
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4.2 Substances liable to spontaneous combus- 
tion. 

4.3 Substances which on contact with water 
emit dangerous quantities of flammable 
gases. 


Packing Groups: as designated in Column IV of 
Schedule II, List II of the TDG Regulations. 


Class 5 - Oxidizing substances and organic 
peroxides 


Divisions 


5.1 Oxidizing substances: substances that cause 
or contribute to combustion by yielding oxy- 
gen or another oxidizer, whether or not they 
themselves are combustible. 

5.2 Organic peroxides: organic compounds that 
contain the bivalent "-O-O-" chemical struc- 
ture. 


Packing Groups: as designated in Column IV of 
Schedule II, List II of the TDG Regulations. 


Class 6 - Poisonous (toxic) and infectious sub- 
stances 


Divisions 


6.1 Poisonous (toxic) substances, as described 
below. 


Substances with saturated vapour concentration = 
0.2 times LC, 
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6.2 Infectious substances: organisms and their 
toxins that are reasonably believed to be 
infectious to humans or animals. See the TDG 
Regulations, Schedule VII for a list. 


Packing Groups: Class 6.1: as defined in sections 
3.21 and 3.22 of the TDG Regulations; 
Class 6.2: Group I. 


Class 7 - Radioactive materials 


Radioactive materials, within the meaning of the 
Atomic Energy Control Act, with an activity greater 
than 74 kBq/kg. They are administered by the 
Atomic Energy Control Board and are never defined 
as wastes. 


Class 8 - Corrosive substances 


This includes materials that: 

* cause visible necrosis of human skin; 

* cause visible necrosis of rabbit skin within 4 
hours of continuous contact; 

¢ Corrode SAE 1020 steel or 7075-T6 non-clad 
aluminum at a rate > 6.25 mm/year at 55°C using 
the corrosion test referred to in Schedule VI, Part 
VI of the TDG Regulations; 

¢ Have a pH < 2.0 or > 12.5. 


Packing Groups: see Section 3.26 of the TDG Regu- 
lations. 


Class 9 - Miscellaneous dangerous goods 


Other than leachable toxic waste, for which there is 
a prescribed test, miscellaneous dangerous goods are 
classified and listed by Transport Canada and 
federal and provincial environment agencies. 


Divisions 


9.1 Miscellaneous dangerous goods: possess a 
hazard not already described in a previous 
class.

9.2 Substances that are hazardous to the envi- 
ronment. 


9.3. Dangerous wastes: includes listed industrial 
waste types and leachable toxic waste. See 
Section 3.27(3) of the TDG Regulations for 
the leachate toxicity criteria. 


Basis for classification of classes 9.2 and 9.3 


Except for the provisions in Section 3.27(3) of the 
TDG Regulations, wastes can only be assigned to 
class 9 by the authorities. The criteria for classes 9.2 
and 9.3 are not in the regulations and are in addition 
to those used for classes 1 to 8. These criteria 
permit the determination of all characteristics of a 
substance or waste that may be hazardous to human 
health or the environment. These additional criteria 
include: 


e chronic toxicity, including carcinogenicity, 
teratogenicity, genotoxicity, mutagenicity, and 
target organ effects; 

* aquatic toxicity; 

¢ bioaccumulation; 

¢ persistence in the environment; 

¢ potential to leach hazardous components into the 
groundwater upon disposal. 


This section describes how to classify: 
e specified hazardous wastes; and, 
e listed industrial waste streams. 


Specified hazardous wastes are listed alphabetically 
in lower case letters by their specific chemical name 
in Schedule II, List I] of the TDG Regulations. 
Unless it is already obvious, the word "Waste" must 
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Note: Waste types 99 and 
100 are different from the 
other types in that they 
contain criteria that must 
be met.

be inserted before the shipping name to indicate that 
it is a hazardous waste. 


Industrial waste streams are complex wastes that 
come from certain specific industrial processes. 
These streams are listed in Schedule IJ, List II of 
the TDG Regulations under the shipping names 
"Waste type” 1 to 100. 


It is important to note that a specified hazardous 
waste would contain only one specifically listed 
hazardous chemical compound or type of dangerous 
good. 


Use the following section to classify such things as 
old containers of chemicals no longer in use, spec- 
ified products that have been diluted but are not 
contaminated with other hazardous wastes, or 
specific industrial waste streams listed in the TDG 
Regulations. Other more complex wastes or those 
not specifically listed should be classified according 
to the method for not fully specified wastes given 
in Section 3.3. 


Steps for classifying specified hazardous wastes 


1. Read Part I of the TDG Regulations to find all 
important definitions. 


2. Read Part II to determine if the product or sub- 
stance is exempt from any part of the TDG 
Regulations. 


3. Read the legend to Schedule II of the TDG 
Regulations to learn how to use this Schedule 
and what the abbreviations mean. Read the top of 
any page of List II, Schedule II for a description 
of the information in each column. 
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4. Examine Schedule II, List II, Column I of the 
TDG Regulations to determine the specified 
shipping name that exactly describes the 
product or substance. Remember to put the 
word "Waste" in front if not already in the 
shipping name. 


a) For Domestic or Transboundary (US) 
Consignments 


i) Examine Schedule II, List II of the TDG 
Regulations. Identify the shipping name in 
Column I. 


ii) Identify the product identification number 
(PIN) in Column II. Take note of instruc- 
tion #2 in the legend to Schedule II of the 
TDG Regulations. 


iii) Identify the classification in Column III. 
iv) Identify the packing group in Column VII. 


v) Refer to Schedule III of the TDG Regula- 
tions to read the special provisions listed in 
Column IV for specific transportation 
requirements. 


vi) Read the quantity restrictions or prohib- 
itions for passenger aircrafts and vehicles 
in Column VIII. The quantity restrictions 
for cargo aircrafts are listed in Column IX. 


b) For International Consignments 


i) Examine Schedule II, List II of the TDG 
Regulations. Identify the shipping name in 
Column I. 


ii) Read the special provisions in Column IV 
for specific transportation requirements or 
prohibitions listed in Schedule III. When 
special provision #40 or #55 is indicated in

Column IV, an alternate shipping name is 
required. 


iii) Identify the product identification number 
(PIN) in Column II. When special provi- 
sion #40 or #55 is indicated in Column IV, 
an alternate PIN is required. 


iv) Identify the classification in Column V 
(marine) or Column VI (air). 


v) Identify the packing group in Column VII. 


vi) Read the quantity restrictions or prohib- 
itions in Column VIII for passenger 
aircrafts and vehicles. The quantity restric- 
tions for cargo aircrafts are listed in Col- 
umn IX. 


This section describes how to classify not fully 
specified wastes. Not fully specified wastes include 
general classes of waste mixtures and solutions or 
those .not listed by a specific product name in the 
TDG Regulations. 


Not fully specified wastes are listed in uppercase 
letters in Schedule II, List II of the TDG Regula- 
tions. In some cases, the letters "N.O.S." follow the 
shipping name description. This abbreviation is part 
of the legal shipping name. 


Use this section to classify wastes that are not 
specified hazardous wastes as described in the 
previous section. This includes such wastes as 
contaminated industrial chemicals, complex waste 
mixtures, and uncommon waste dangerous goods 
that are not listed in List II, Schedule II of the TDG 
Regulations. 
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See Figure 2 for an over- 
view of the classification of 
not fully specified hazard- 
ous waste. 


Steps for classifying not fully specified hazardous 
wastes 


iI. Read Part I of the TDG Regulations to find 
all important definitions. 


2, Read Part II to determine if the product or 
substance is exempt from any part of the 
TDG Regulations. 


3), Read the legend to Schedule II of the TDG 
Regulations to learn how to use this Sched- 
ule and what the abbreviations mean. Read 
the top of any page of List II of Schedule II 
for a description of the information in each 
column. 


4. Gather available physical data on the waste. 
This information will be useful in determin- 
ing the hazardous properties of the waste. 
Additional tests may be required later if they 
are prescribed in the TDG Regulations. 


5. Read Part III of the TDG Regulations which 
describes the criteria for the nine hazard 
classes. Determine which potential hazard 
the waste may pose and which packing 
group should be used according to the appli- 
cable definitions, criteria, tests, or calcula- 
tions from this Part. 


6. If more then one classification is identified 
during the analysis of the waste, then refer 
to the Order of Precedence Table in Sched- 
ule I the TDG Regulations to determine 
which classification is primary and which is 
subsidiary. 


Ue If more than one packing group is identified 
during the analysis of the waste, select the 
packing group with the lowest Roman 
numeral.

Choose the not fully specified shipping 
name from Schedule II, List II that best 
describes the waste’s primary and subsidiary 
classifications. Remember to put the word 
"Waste" in front of the shipping name if it 
does not already appear in the name. 


If the shipping name has the letters "N.O.S." 
with an asterisk (*) beside it, write the 
chemical names of the substances in the 
mixture, in brackets after the "N.O.S." in the 
shipping name. Identify only the substances 
that cause the mixture to have its primary 
and subsidiary classifications as described in 
the shipping name. 


Read the special provisions in Column IV 
for specific transportation requirements as 
described in Schedule III to the TDG Regu- 
lations. 


Read the quantity restrictions or prohibitions 
in Column VIII for passenger aircrafts and 
vehicles and in Column IX for cargo 
aircrafts. 


For mixtures containing a specified hazardous waste 
and a non-hazardous waste, write the word "mix- 
ture" or "solution", whichever is applicable, in 
brackets after the shipping name. Then follow the 
steps for classifying specified hazardous wastes 
given in Section 3.2. 


For mixtures containing two or more hazardous 
wastes, follow the steps given in the section 3.3 for 
not fully specified hazardous wastes.

Keeping in mind the definition of a recyclable 
material from Part I of TDG Regulations, a hazard- 
ous waste destined for a recycling operation can be 
classified in the same way as a specified or not 
fully specified hazardous waste, whichever is 
applicable. 


There are four different cases that may arise when 
a waste is diluted and no longer meets the criteria 
for its primary classification. This can be seen in 
Figures | and 2. 


1. A diluted waste will no longer be subject to the 
TDG Regulations if the waste: 


has a specified shipping name as set out in 
List II, Schedule I]; 

has no subsidiary classification; and 

does not meet the criteria for the primary 
classification as described in Part III of the 
TDG Regulations. 


2. A diluted waste will be subject to the TDG 
Regulations if the waste: 


is a not fully specified waste; 

does not meet the criteria for its primary or 
subsidiary classifications as described in Part 
III of the TDG Regulations; and, 

when tested according to Section 3.27(3) of 
the TDG Regulations, the leachate contain 
contaminant concentrations equal to or 
greater than the values in the table given in 
section 3.27(3). 


The shipping name will be "“leachable toxic 
waste", followed, in brackets, by the code(s) for 
the contaminant(s) as in the table in section 
3.27(3) of the TDG Regulations. The classifica- 
tion is 9.3, packing group III. and the product 
identification number is NA9500. 
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3. The subsidiary classification will still apply for a 
hazardous waste that: 


has a subsidiary classification of 9.2; 

does not meet the criteria for its primary 
classification or another subsidiary classifica- 
tion other than 9.2, as described in Part III 
of the TDG Regulations; and 

the dangerous substance is in a concentration 
greater than that exempted in Section 2.3(k) 
of the TDG Regulations. 


The primary classification is 9.2, packing group 
III. The shipping name is "Waste contaminated 
with" followed by the technical name of the 
undiluted dangerous good; no product identifica- 
tion number is required. 


4. The subsidiary classification may still apply for 
a hazardous waste that: 


has a subsidiary classification other than 9.2; 
and 

no longer meets the criteria for its primary 
classification as described in Part III of the 
TDG Regulations. 


Classify the waste in the same way as a not fully 
specified waste. If it meets any of the hazard 
criteria given in Part III of the TDG Regulations, 
it is subject to these regulations. 
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4. ADDITIONAL CODES FOR INTER- 
NATIONAL SHIPMENTS 


4.1 How to 
find an 
IWIC code 


The EJHW Regulations require prior notification of 
the intent to ship waste across the Canadian border. 
To ensure consistency with other countries, all 
Canadian hazardous waste imports and exports must 
be classified according to the JWIC system. 


Canada’s support of the OECD Decision on trans- 
frontier movement of recyclable hazardous wastes 
required that the OECD list of hazardous recyclables 
be incorporated into the EJHW Regulations. A 
compatible waste numbering scheme was adopted. 
This numbering scheme is listed under the /D 
Number in Column II of Schedule III of the E/HW 
Regulations. 


An IWIC code is a six-part code that provides a way 
of classifying hazardous waste for export/import 
purposes. Tables 1 to 6 in the Appendix of this 
guide contain all of the numbers required to com- 
plete the code. 


Each part of the code is prefixed with a specific 
letter to indicate the type of information. The 
different parts are separated by two slashes (//). In 
some portions of the code, more than one number 
can be entered. If more than one entry from a 
specific table is used, a plus sign (+) must separate 
the entries. 


The completed code will have the following form: 
Q_[+_]'/D,R"_/L,P,S,G"_//C_[+_+_//H_[+_ W/A_ 
i The portions of the code in square brackets 
(i.e.[]) may or may not be required depending 
on the waste in question. 

Enter only one letter: D=disposal, 
R=recycling.

. From Table 1, find the codes describing why 


the waste is being sent for disposal or recycl- 
ing. Enter one or two codes. 


. Examine Table 2 for the waste destination code. 


If the waste is going for disposal, use Table 2.A 
and enter the code as “D#". For waste going for 
recycling, use Table 2.B and enter the code as 
"R#". These tables are the same as those in 
Schedule I of the EJHW Regulations. 


. Define the wastes as liquid (L), solid (S), sludge 


(P) or gas (G), then use Table 3 to describe the 
generic form of the waste. 


. From Table 4, find the codes for the 


contaminants present in the waste. Enter up to 
three numbers in descending order of hazard, 
entering only those compounds that cause the 
waste to be hazardous. If the waste does not 
contain any of the substances in Table 4, the 
entry is "CO". 


. From Table 5, select the codes for the potential 


hazards of the waste. This code is similar to the 
hazard class in the TDG Regulations.

An explosive substance is a solid or liquid substance (or mixture of 
substances) which is itself capable by chemical reaction of producing gas 
at such a temperature and pressure and at such a speed as to cause 
damage to the surroundings.
